|Shipments By Chinaman From 
Papineauville, Que, May

OTTAWA, July 14.—The accidental 
discovery wt Papineauville, Que, a 
few days ago by the Canadian Express 
authorities of a quantity of opium 
which was consigned to Calgary, has 
furnished the Canadian Mounted 
Police with the avenue, by which, they 
believe, quantities of this drug have 
been. making their way to the west, 
during the past few months. 

For some time a Chinese 
restaurant keeper at Papineauville 
has been in the habit of consigning 
one, two or three cases of eggs at a 
time to a fellow Celestial at Calgary, 
which were shipped via the Canadian 
Expresa company at the Montebello 
railway station, There had been no 
suspicion attached to the shipments 
until one day last week, when one of 
the cans of eggs, forming part of a 
shipment, was found to be leaking. 
The express company officials opened 
the case to examine it and ascertain 
how many eggs were broken, when 
they found q large number of cakes 
of opium.

| tikty end soil fibre, by Professor R. 


Hansen, of Saskatoon. 

"The fate of this nation depende on 
the fertility of its soil,” declared Pro- 
fessor Hansen, “and our soils are rap- 
i@ly loging their basic strength in or- 
garic matter and nitrogen. We must 
seek immediately to remedy this con- 
dition.” 


Recommends Soll Survey, 


Professor Hansen recommends «a 
nation-wide soil survey, the same az 
in the United 
States, as an initial step. 

One of the problems which con- 
fronts the conference is drifting lands 
due to lack of soil fibre. This phase 
was discuesed by Professor T. J. Har- 
rison, of Winnipeg, speaking on 
“maintenance of soil fibre,” 

“Land drifting is causing ee much 
joss in some districts in the wes: 
as rust. and insects,’ said Professor 
Harrison. He outlined the results of 
the preliminary experiments and tests 
being made in Manitoba to detenmine 
proper m@hods to prevent drifting. 
While this work was far from com- 


| plete, the result of the work already 


done, ,J’rofessor Harrison said, led 
him to believe that the use of brome 
grass was the eapiest general meth- 
od of returning fibre to the soil, but 
did not wish to be quoted as making 
this statement as final. 

Irrigation in Southern Alberta. 

Irrigation, as ‘practiced by agri- 
culturalists in Southern Alberta, was 
proclaémed by G. KE, Marnoch, preaée 
dent of the Lethbridge board of trade, 
as the future salvation of that great 
farming d‘strict. 

“Farming under irrigation hag been

The men who have developed thi 
'hydro-phone jbeltieve that their 4 
| strument provides the ultimate sate 
guard. Storm remains, to be sure 
the prime hazard at sea, /but they ar 
confident that the hydrophone greatly 
reduces the possibility of shipwrec 
frém any cause. 

How Hydrophone Works. 

In principle the hydrophone is al 
simple device. In construction it is 
a maze of intricate and delicate elec- 
trical apparatus which is not easily 
intelligible to the layman. The prin- 
ciple is just that of a pair of ears 
spaced widely apart. A man whose 
hearing és I!mited ‘to one ear can judge 
the direction of sound with difficulty, 
The use of both ears makes it much 
easier for him, and if he were con- 
structed on a larger scale with his ears| 
much farther apart, his range of /hear- 
ing would be greatly widened, 

The hydrophone takes up through 
its receivers ali sounds wuich are 
transmitted through the water. It 
registers the drumming of the propel- 
jlers not only of the ship on which it 
is installed but of all others in the 
vicinity. It catches the submarine 
bey signals of the coastwise lights. It 
records the oscillating submarine fog 
Sienals of ships in midocean, 

Most important of ajl, when the re- 
celvers pick up {the sound of a ship's 
Propellers, they not only tramsmit the 
sound ‘Waves, but awieo indicate the di- 
rection from which they are coming! 
This is made (possible Iby the fact that 
al] sounds in the water travel down to 
sea bottom, provided tthe depth is 
mot too great, and are reflected back, 
The hydrophone measures the angle 
at which they are reflected back and 
makes poss#ble the calculat'on of the 
depth, \ 

NaturaMy such a method gives thé 
navigator a great advantage over the 
present means of eounding. To ttake 
ordinary soundings with the lead nec- 
essitates the slowing down or stop- 
ping of the veewe!. With ithe hydro- 
phone there need be no slackening in 
speed. ‘s 

Another jpecullar advantage of the 
hydrophonic ears is that they can bd 
focuesed upon a particular vessel, 
This idea was given special attention 
while the instrument was being de- 
veloped because the hydrophone nwas 
being ‘worked upon during the ‘war, 
and the first thought for its useful- 
ness was in connection with the con- 
voy system. 

The device is chicfiy the work of 
three scientists who co-operated with 
naval officers at the naval experimen- 
tal station at New London. ‘They are 
aH professors of physics; G. W. Pierce 
of Harvard; (Max Mason of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin; and ‘H. C. Hayes of 
Swathmore. ‘Tiheir invention was not 
fully developed umtil the armistice 
was signed, and was accordingly of no 
nervice in the war. The firs: infor- 
mation concerning their work swas 
given out several daye ago, when the 
United States destroyer Bréckinridge 
made a test trip out of New York har- 
bor, on (which the representatives of 
many eteamship companies were 
guests. 

The first passenger vessel on which 
the hydrophone‘was tried out was the 
Von Sseuben, while in transport ser- 
vice in February, 1919, to see the pos- 
sibility of safe guarding the transport 
of returning troops. On that trip it 
was definitely established that pro- 
peller driven vessels could be located 
in time to avoid collision provided 
that the depth of water was not more 
than fifty or sixty fathoms, 

The soundings taken by means of 
the hydrophone have proved so ef- 
ficient that the submarine N-6 recent- 
ly made a trip from ‘New London to 
Portland, round Nantucket and back 
to New London, remaining submerged 
throughout the entire course. 
Developed From War Time Devices. 

The hydrphone is really the deve! 
opment of several years experimenta 
tion. Prior to the war certain type 
of under water listening dewices ha 
been developed for aiding navigatio 
These devices consisted of microphon 
which are the active unit of the ord 
inary telephone trangmitter, mount 
in small tanks, one on the port @ 
one op the starboard Se of the v 
sel to receive sound signals from suq 
sources as submarine bells euspendé 
beneath lightsh ips. 

In order to ascertain the directiq 
of such a bell signal it was necessa 
to sewing the ship until its bow w 
pointed directly toward the sou 
Source. This was @ tedious, time oq 
suming process, and, moreover, it 
uncertain. The device, while it se 
its purpose fn dts day, was conside' 
to be of little use in thunting subm 
tnes and accordingly researches w 
undertaken which ded to the devela 
memt of the M-V hydrophone. 

lts inventors believe that the hyd 
hone will detect the presence a 
position of iceberss by means of t 
sound echoes. 

At present the only ahips on whi 
the hydrophone ts installed are th 
destroyera, the Breckinridge, 
Blakely and the Bernadou. The & 
marine N-6 also is equipped with t 
device, The hydrophone has been d 
veloped in ithe navy, ut the pate 
rights are commercially owned,

Coal for next winter has be- 
come a burning question—so to 
speak—even during the present 
hot weather, All authorities agree 
that coal is searce now, and will 
be scarcer when winter comes. 
Coal for industrial and transpor- 
tation purposes is always in de- 
mand; in summer as well as in 
winter. The demand for domestic 
coal is only serious in winter. 
Yoal for heating and cooking is 
a more urgent and immediate 
necessity on the western plains 
in winter than even bread. Should

Pennsylvania coal amounting to 
several million tons unprovided 
for. What such a shortage of 
coal must mean to the prairie 
west can be imagined; it need not 
be described in advance, 

Obviously the way to meet the 
vase is for the Alberta domestic 
coal mines to work all summer 
and lay up a surplus of coal in 
the various centres of population 
and distribution throughout the 
prairies, so. that when winter 
comes there will be coal available, 
with a minimum of transporta- 
tion necessary. The only trouble 
about this obvious cause is that 
as matters stand at present it 
can’t be followed. The cost of 
coal to the consumer is in largest 
measure the cost of the labor 
which mined it and of the trans- 
portation which carried it to him 
from the mine. This is cash out- 
lay that must be made by the 
mine operator. It leaves too lim- 
ited a margin between cost and 
selling price to permit of its be- 
ing carried in large amount by the 
operator during the months of 
summer. Besides, the nature of 
the domestic coal, especially that 
of Northern Alberta, is such that 
it requires enclosed storage when 
held for any considerable length of 
time; and there is no such storage 
available nor any evidence of ef- 
fort on the part of anyone to 
provide it. 

The domestic coal problem for 
the prairies is not one of supply, 
labor or transportation. It is a 
question of finance and storage. 
Given summer storage, and means 
of financing coal production over 
thasummer months, and there 
would be no coal problem in the 
West. If the mines were operated 
all the year round the coal could 
be produced more cheaply, be 
cause the overhead cost would be 
divided over a year’s full pro- 
duction, instead of being carried 
by a half year’s production as at 
present; there need be no rush

Let the centres of population 
and distribution throughout the 
prairie west, such as _ Saska- 
toon, Prince Albert, Regina, 
Brandon or Winnipeg erect coal 
storage buildings of such charac- 
ter as would hold the coal in stor- 
age through the summer months 
without deterioration. Basement 
storage keeps the softest domestic 
coal quite safely through the sum- 
{mer. A building that would close- 


\ly approximate to the conditions 
of basement storage could be built 
of either wood or concrete. Such 
a building might be divided into 
compartments to be leased at a 
fair rental to coal companies who 
might be willing to use them. Of 
course, the building; like a grain 
‘elevator, would have convenient 
trackage. There should be Gov- 
ernmental (Provincial or Domin- 
ion) inspection and supervision of 
coal stored in these compartments ; 
|and certificates as to grade and 
|quantity of coal might be issued.
